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3. Mr. Killer was specif ically Queried regarding the 
technical competencies required and available under the 
four procedures and assured the BD/S&T and others of his 
confidence in the OIL in- houae capability to perform 
under a procedure whereby I I provided technical support 
for assembling the two stations and for maintenance and 
some training during the early phases of operations. 

Mr. Mille r Indicated h e had discussed this at length 
with both | I and Dr. Chamberlain and there were 

so serious reservations by anyone. Dr. Chamberlain 
stated that he had had further talks with Mr. Miller and 
that he was now willing to accept the OIL proposed plan. 

4. Mr . Miller advised t hat financing was being 

accomplished through F I each from OS I and FMSAC and 

the remainder from OIL. 

5. Mr. Miller related that negotiations were under- 

way for space in which to locate the new facility this 

would preferably be on the first floor where the high 
ceilings would accomodate the heating problems of the 
installation. In reply to a specific question regarding 
the requirements of FMSAC and OS I regarding the format. 
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reproduction, and distribution of the analogs, Mr. Miller 
stated these were all settled to the satisfaction of 
those Involved or were being solved without apparent 
difficulty at this point. 

6, At the conclusion of the meeting, Ur. Wheelon 
advised that he would approve the request by OEL as 
written in Attachment A.
